HONOLULU 
(AP) - Two 


views of Diamond Head, as food 
for the soul or fodder for the 
developer, have made Hawaii's 
famous landmark the center- 
piece of an increasingly bitter 
dispute in the islands.

Head Improvement Association. 
It wants to dot the lower slopes 
of the 761-foot extinct volcano 
with luxury, high-rise apart- 
ment buildings and hotels. 


On the other side is the Save 


Diamond Head Association and 
assorted allies. They think noth- 
ing can be done to improve Di- 
amond Head except to leave it 
exactly as it has been for 15,000 
years. 


Arguments over what should, 


or should not, be done with Di- 
amond Head have flared inter- 
mittently for years, since the

Honolulu Planning Commission 
voted 4 to 2 against the high-rise 
development,

that the City Council refuse to 
make zoning changes that would 
permit construction to begin.

There is a new tuberculin 


test that is much simpler than 
the patch test called the tine 
test Any child whose tuber- 
culin test is positive should 
nave a c b e s t X ray but re- 
gardless of what the film 
shows, a child who is under 
five and has a positive reac- 
tion should be given a course 
of treatment with isoniazid. 


^ positive reaction in any- 


one who is over five does not 
necessarily mean an active 
tuberculous infection. Once 
the reaction becomes positive 
it remains so and may merely 
mean an earlier brush with 
the disease which at the mo- 
ment may be active or healed. 


Although a periodic tuber- 


cui|n lesf for children whose 
test nas Always been negative 
i§ recommended, this is only 


one part of the prevention of 
this serious disease. 
Contact 


with known victims of active 
tuberculosis should be avoid- 
ed. Your child should get 
some outdoor exercise daily, 
eat a well-balanced diet and 
get adequate rest daily. Then, 
even if he gets a tuberculous 
infection, he will be able 
quickly to build up an im- 
munity to it. 


Q—My daughters have been 


immunized .against .diphthe- 
ria, tetanus and smallpox but 
not poliomyelitis because i 
heard that a batch of the vac- 
cine transmitted the disease 
instead of preventing it. Do 
you think the vaccine is safe 
now? 


\—There was some trouble 


with one batch of Salk vac- 
cine in California in 1955. Al- 
though the Salk vaccine is a 
killed vaccine, the killing of 
the virus in this one batch 
was faulty. The batch was 
promptly recalled. The Sabin 
vaccine has now almost com- 
pletely replaced the Salk vac- 
cine for protection against 
poliomyelitis. The Sabin vac- 
cine in which the virus is 
greatly 
weakened but not 
killed has been found to be 
perfectly safe.

Cyrus R. Vance, Johnson's

Disastrous 
Weekend for 
U.S. Forces 


By ROBERT TUCKMAN 


SAIGON (AP)- After one of 


the most disastrous weekends 
for U, S. forces in the Vietnam 
war, the U* S, Command today 
reported 23 Marines killed and 
191 wounded in an ambush in 
the demilitarized zone, and the 
ravaged aircraft carrier Fones- 
tal arrived in the Philippines 
with 76 of her crew dead, 69 
missing and 64 injured. 


About 800 Marines invaded 


the buffer zone between North 
and South Vietnam Friday to 
raid Communist troops and gun 
positions. After reporting only 
light contact Friday, the Leath- 
ernecks were hit by a mortar 
barrage 
Saturday 
as 
they 


moved south along a narrow 
trail about 1,000 yards north of 
the zone's southern boundary. 


Some source said the Marine 


toll was at least 30 dead and 150 
wounded and might go as high 
as 50 killed and 350 wounded.

Two Johnson Envoys 
Encounter Difficulties 
In For Eastern Points

WASHINGTON 
(AP)-The 


political turbulence two of his 
envoys are encountering on a 
flying Far Eastern trip points 
toward fresh difficulties be- 
tween President Johnson and 
Congress over Vietnam. 


Gen. Maxwell D, Taylor and 


Clark Clifford, representing the 
President in a search for larger 
allied troop commitments, afe- 
ready have encountered a cou- 
ple of diplomatic rebuffs and 
possibly face more. 


Congress almost is unanimous 


in the belief that U. S. allies 
should contribute many more 
men to the Vietnam war that 
Johnson says is aimed primari- 
ly at saving Asia from commu- 
nism. 


There is sharp, though usually 


subsurface, criticism of the 
Philippines, Australia and New 
Zealand for not supplying more 
of the ften tine manpower which 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland 
says must be beefed up to retain 
the offensive in the conflict with 
the Communists. Westmoreland 
is U. S. commander in Vietnam. 


South Korea draws praise 


from U. S. senators and repre- 
sentatives for its willingness to 
contribute fighting men, even 
though there is general recogni- 
tion the United States pays its 
costs. 


If Taylor and Clifford fail to 


interest the allies in providing 
more troops, this may mean a 
heavier dispatch of U.S. com- 
bat forces to Vietnam and give 
new ammunition to congression- 
al critics of Johnson's war 
course.

fried Krupp von Bohlen und Hal-' 
bach, destined to be the last sole' 
owner of the historic Krupp in- 
dustrial empire, died Sunday 
night just two weeks before his 
60th,birthday. 


A spokesman, for the Krupp 


firm said the death was caused 
by a weak heart. Krupp was not 
knouro to have, beenrsevip'jsly ill 
although a family friend said he 
had been treated over the week- 
end for bronchitis. 


Krupp died in the 15-room 


ranch style house where he lived 
alone in quiet luxury on the 
grounds of the family estate 
here. 


His death came while he was 


in the process of the converting 
his huge holdings, which made 
him one of the richest men in 
Europe, into a public corpora- 
tion. 


His only son Arndt, 29, had al 


ready renounced inheritance of 
the firm, which has traditional- 
ly been passed on to a single 
member of the Krupp family. Al- 
fried Krupp's death was not ex- 
pected to change the plan to 
establish a Krupp corporation.
